if we confine ourselves to the Vanish group, to the officials 
here in Denmark, to those sent to Greenland now or previously, to poli- 
ticians and members of the press, it can hardly be denied that the mood 
has been rather dari: in later yearss A certain disappointment about 
those expectations which were not fulfilled, an increasingly stronger 
apprehension for the future, a growing uncertaint;- whether we are coing 
the right things = and in many, I suppose, a definite Cispust with the 


way things are happening in Greenland.

We all had our beautiful dreans. It was foing to hapren so 
quickly and-end up so well, if only we took over. And today we stand 
rather ashamed with the big question on our lips: Why did it not develop 
the way we thought? 
That is the question I will try to answer. what is it that we 
co wrong? Winy have we not succeeded in bringing the “reenlanders into 
an active and positive development process Gespite the cnormous efforts 
which have been made in the country? I will try to examine the way of 
thinking, on which our policy during the last 20 years vas based, and 
to evaluate whether it has been and is valid - and maybe in this way 
find out where the source of error is located. 
I will not do it in the way of those wise after the event or 
with better insight. If anything has been done wrong, we are all guilty, 
if our thinking was wrong, we must all be interestea in having it 
correctede We are all humble before the cestiny of the people tiuat it 
is all about, and there is therefore no sense in throwing stonese pel62 
I am afraid that we have a complete set of wrong concentions 
which are still affecting our way of thinking, and which have cetomined 


our aporoach in Greenland. I will tiy to deal with them one by ones 
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The social concepte We believe that man is :zainky a product of 
his social circumstances and will change with these, will develon positive- 
ly if hunger and disease and poverty are elininated, = and that thereby he 
will possess the decisive conditions for satisfaction and happiness and 
Naxinonye 

Those 20 years have taught us that mamr things are more immortant 
than sociel securitys The self-respect of man, his ability to survive in 
colipetition with others, to meet the demands of his environment, to be 
accepted and resnected by others, to have a place to stand in life. If 
these things are not available, if they maybe even are spoilt by the 
social efforts, then these efforts will hardly have any real nositive 
effecte Wie cannov save the human dignity of the Greenlanders bir Danish 
money and workerse In reality, money can never be the prinary part of a 
process of development. It is and should be the fruit of the development, 
which should only be determined by the people’s own efforts, if it is to 
be sound and able to survivee These efforts can then be supported from 
outside as a supplement, but the supplement should never becaue alle 

In this connection I will allow es to quote part of a speech 
wade by President llyerere of Tanzania recent vy, specifically concerning 
vroblems of develormnents 

tDHevelopnent brings freedom, if it is developnent of people. 

But people cannot be developed. They can only develop theucselvese For 
while it is possible for someone from outside to build a man’s house, the 
stranger cannot give the man pride and self-confidence as a huwian beinge 
These things can out’ be created by a iuan inside himself? through his own 
actionse He develops through whatever he does, - through malcing his 
decisions, through increasing his understanding of what he does = and 


why he does ite Through increasing his own knowledge and sl:ill and through 
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his own participation = on an equal basis = in the life of his comunity. 

In this way, for instance, a man develops when he hinself pro- 
vides for his family and himselfs he does not develop if others give hin 
these thingse lic develops through improving his ecucation - not if he 
only executes the orders of somebody better educated without understanding 
wigy these orders were givene He develops through participating in a free 
discussion about a new plan or project and through participatins in the 
subsequent cecisione But he does not develop if he is led lile an aninal 
into a project which has already been organized.

All tien are equals As an expensive heritage from ‘orld War II pel63 
we have the firm dogna that there is no difference between iten of the 


nany races on earth, that we are all equal, basically. No doubt it is this

further and believe that all men therefore also will react the sane Way 
to the same cnallenges, - and in this connection that the Greenlanders 
thus will react like Danes, if we organize things in Greenland the same 
way as Gown heree What is good for us ust therefore also be good for 
thelie 

But this, of course, is a false analosy. For however equal iuen 
are biologically, they cannot avoid being characterized deep in their 
soul by the culture, the way of thinking, and the tracition found in each 
group, ~ and they will therefore also react quite differently to the events 
of life in many decisive respectse Matubally the Greenlanders are differ- 


ent from the Danes, even very different, since they represent an arctic 


culture of hunters whose way of life in nearly all respects differed 


in 
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extreiely much from the farmer’?s life of the Danese And furtheruore the 
whole organization of their community, and the conditions dictated by 
nature to this camunity, are so different from ours that it would be 
very strange if the same laws and institutions were suitable in both 
communitiese 


The dream about national unitye The thought of a curable union 





of Greenland and Denmark, as a shining example to a frustrated world, 
as a confirmation of our owm special aduirability, easing a tainted 
conscience - and undoubtecly also as an honestly meant goodwill towards 
the Greenlanders, has more than any other single motive been the ideolog- 
ical batterin; ram for the great efforts under the New Order. The thoucht 
has developed and has growm very strong in both groups of people, and in 
certain circles it has had an inviolability of nearly religious character. 
In reality, the position of Greenland has, of course, never been 
clearly Gefined, and actually the Greenlanders are alreacy concucting 
double politics, which means both greater integration and the onposite, 
- and in actual fact a certain national consciousness is already a living 
reality in Greenlande We must face the fact that the creat mass of the 
people of Greenland has still not expressec itself politically, - we have 
to face the fact that a higher economical and educational level everywhere 
in the world has meant a stronger national consciousnesse There is no 


my 


reason to believe that this should not be the case in Greenland. The 
Danish efforts in Greenland are resting on the wrong foundation if thezr 
are based one-sidedly on the unity of the country. And they are hardly 
reciprocated by a feeling in Greenland of solidarity with Demmari. It is 
wrong if higher priority is given to unity than to the hunan welfare of 
the Greenlanderse This does not mean that we place less importance on 


unity, but it means that we realize that there is something which maj be 
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more importante 
the dream about equal statuse Danes in Greenland have very

how exactly this fixed idea had become a hindrance for both parts: lor 


the Danes, because in their idealistic striving towards this high ain 
they aid not consider the harsh realities, which rather should have 

been decisive for their efforts: The human conditions and those dictated 
by nature in Greenlande And for the Greenlanders, because ther have been 
more occupied by checking whether the Danes really live up to these ideals 


than by trying themselves to assist in realizing them. 


Ve are used to see somethine positive and exelted in these 
beautiful ideals, but if they misguice neople so ther, lose themselves 

in airy dreams and thereby fail to meet the harsh, but unavoidable 
aenanas of daily life, then these ideals ma; be unfortunate. ie have 

been far too inclined to give the Greenlanders the impression that equal 
status Was right a:ound the corner. ‘ie have sadly neglected to explain to 
them that economically an actual eaual status will probably never be 
realized - and that the price for this in any case would be ver hich, 
even on a national basise

Belief in the power of the exauplee We have had a strangely firm

belief that sending Danes to Greenland was beneficial, not only because 





of their actual efficiency, but also because the idea has existed that 


they through their example would infect the Greenlanders and make then 


initate their idols. 
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First of all it shows a very antiquated wedagogical approach 
to expect that such initation should have a nositive erfecte Secondly, 
the danger of the presence of the many people sent out was overlootzed, 
nanely that they through their luxurious living standard, their ef 
wiling of the public funds, their fat overtime pay srstem, their lack of 
solidarity and contact with the local community, ctc., in imany ways have 
set a very bad example for those people who exactly required to learn 
about solidarity and sound econciy. 


he desire for developuente We have believed that in the saie 





way every Dane - cue to our pattern of life anc worship of livinc standerd 
and sioney - guite naturally is predisposed towarcs cevelonricnt and better 
living standard, thus the Greenlanders had to bee But there is a difference 
between desiring certain things that you can see in front of you - ana 
desirines development for its own sakee A people of hunters is used to 
receive everything as a gift from tne hand of nature, ana not used to 
cevelopiente And in actual fact it has turnec out tuat the Greenlanders 
were not at all preparec for everything we wantea to make out of ther. 

Ve have transferred our own requirements to the Greenlanders anc. have 
believed the; were theirs tooe We have listened to the desires of the 
ruling elite in Greenland for development - anc fave believec that they 
spoke for the people. 

Wo-are nov starting to understand that we must not only help the 
Cevelopient along - first of all we must make the people desire cevelop= 
nent, and that is not easy at alle i.e thought that Greenlanters vouic react 
just about as the Europeans to the l.arsnall Aid Plan, for instance - through 
multiplying its useful effect by own efforts, so that it resurrected 


Kurope with amazing speede 
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fo this are added other thoughts - for instance, about the rich- pelG5 
ness of the fish resources and the impending end of the hunting culture. 
All in all a series of conceptions, which have playec an enormous role, 
but which have harcly been durablee 

t should just be mentioned here that the whole of this way of 
thinking is not taken airectly from that creat repors which started the

whole New Order in 1950. On the contrary, the report appears to be far more

And if we realize that what we atu at is development, and 
at the sane tine that this developient has not progresscc. sufficiently, then

llaybe one coulda imagine the Greenlanders becoming enthused on 
tne hational level, as it has happened in so many of the new countries, 
to rally arounc the cnormous task of advancing their poor comunity 
tosether, spending blood, sweat, and tearse Eut they are not allowed to 
do so, because we are the ones who try to advance them, the Vanish effort 
which overwhelms and rolls over everything, and one vould have to dis- 
regard tie facts to an incredible extent to find an inspiration to a 
common effort by the Greenlanders in all thise Gne is nearly tempted to 


ala 


sustain the pious wish that an efficient national vrophet succeeced in 


exciting the people to such a degree that the strength of everybody could 
be united and gatherede 

Or even if the people could only be zaxde politically aiale. No 
th is, as shown by voting mmbers, that the general population 
as rather indifferent politically. And there hardly exlows arm, motivation 
to express yourself politically. Generally the living standard has 


‘a y) 


increased faster than the naturally Felt need for more moncy, and the 
iwaterial progress no doubt is exactly what puts people to sleep politically. 
And you can hardly expect an active cooperation from a vonulation which is 
not politicall; consciouse 

In his lecture in this asseubly in vanuary Magister Bent Jensen 
in an excellent way pointed out new ways to activate the general ponulation 
in the development, nanely through building upon the original forms of 
commion effort and otuer traditions of the community, so that people 
naturally could take advantage of an already established structures No 
doubt the thought is correct. Exactly in the caall groups it would be 


possible to try and learn and experience on your ow through cooperative 


organizations or other forms of cooperation, and from these cormon efforts 
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surength and reality could be poured into the greater things. It may also 
be said that today it is so difficult for the Greenlanders to Cig in the 
1ovel and get started on an initiative on their own that it cannot be 
expected in any case in areas where even the structure for the initiative

must be created firste 

Responsibilitye "Now it is no longer "they", but "we", who are 
responsible." The above mentioned President Kaunda has tried to explain 
to his newly liberatec people that while the blame pvreviously only was 
put on the colonial power (they) every tine something was unsatisfactory, 
and the demands for correction cirected to that pover, an; criticism must 
now be directed towards ourselves, since we are now resnonsiblee There is 
is a great inventive in the imowledge that you are responsible yourself, 
in knowing that if things are not done right the criticism will be cirected 
towards oneself, and that you have to take the consecuences yourselr. It 
must be the natural develonment that greater national consciousness and 
self-esteem must also create greater economic responsibility - for it is 
all of a sudden your own money you are responsible for. 

Cértainl; we have taken away the responsibility fran the Green- 
landers to such a paralyzing extent that they do not feel any incentive 
in this area to dig in with both fists. They are not afraid of any 
criticism, of doing anything wrong, - for the Danes take the blamee Nor 
are they afraid of doing nothing, for it will be done anywaye They do not 
feel the responsibility which is concomitant with the positive right to 
participate in ciccisionse liany of them have even been torn out of their 
social connection and are no longer subjected to any caily social control, 


as they used to be, so that even from that side no incentive can be 


expected. 
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If I iia be allowec again to fall baci: upon the words of a wise 
Africans President ifrerere on the new village cawunities vhich he is 
trying to create in the countrys "If we prevent ocople from iiiking their 
om mistakes, we prevent the creation of the community. We can give acvice 
and warn, but if we tr, to run it ourselves, we spoil ite We may have to 
pay a high price in terms of mistakes and cGisappointments as a result of 


this, but it is unavoidable." 


ihe conclusion must be that our Greenlanc policy does not apnear 
to any large extent to advance that which must be its real purposes To cet 
the people started with their own developmente And we have already cealt 
With the way of thinking which lies behinc. the policy carried oute There 
remains still a questions Where did this way of thinking originate? ‘h 
are really responsible for the policy that is being carriec out? 

The ansver is in reality very complexe If one asks the politician 
why his decisions are as they are, he will very often refer to those 
officials, upon whose expertise he dependse If one then asks the official, 
he will either nanc over the Blacit Jack to the politician anc says I carry 
out orders, even if I see clearly that they are wronse Or he will refer to 
tne professional expert and say that his expertise ic decisive for the 
actions of an official. Or maybe he will refer to tic public opinion, the 
pressure of the press and other iiediae If one asks the specialist, the 
expert in a vrofession, he wil again refer to tuc declared aims To attain 
Danish standard = and say that he only acts accoruinglye Danish authoritics 

will refer to the desires on Greenland - anc the authorities in Greenland 
to Danish predominancee What makes it even harder to swallow is that the 
opinion of the Greenlanders verjy often will be the opinion of those sent

in Demiark vwhotirough misunderstood idealism force Danish rules upon 
Greenland, when they are only a hindrance and a calaiilte 


A change of the policy carried out presupposes that all

uncerstand the problenatics, both in Greenland and here in this country. 
It is a slow and maybe painful process, ana it requires a clear and 
determined effort froi many sidese And it is necessary! “#or our Grecnlanca 
project, haunted by; difficulties, problems, and trace catastrophies, can 


in any cvent only survive if all Greenlanders place their owm hunan and 


economic forces on the scalee 
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Now I lmow many will sajs: All this critician is vory finee Lut 
where does it leac us? Let us have an alternative, let us lmow vhat we 
should do in a concrete waye This is only a half coipleted taslx. 

Actually I cannot accept this objection. Placed in front of a 
project as complex as the New Order in Greenland an: attempt at a chance 
has to start with clarifying the principles, finding out exacthly that is 
wrong now = and frou this realization one then has to try to ostablish 
sole new criteria for the ueere efforts, criteria vhici to sare extent 
Will establish themselves by contrast Prom the given analysise To shape 
a practical policy in detail is not a tasi: for ono tian, although vhe 
individual person nay well assist in establishing these criteria. 

And I will finish by tentatively montioning a few such cuice= 
lines, which as far ag I can see ought to be valic for any futwre offort 
in Greenlands 

(1) A higher living standard must not necessarily be given 
first priority 

(2) Attempts should be made to limit and if possible recuce 
the nwaber of people sent oute Tho chain reaction or nev 
and greater detiands whieh is caused yy their presence, ney 
possibly be halted in this ware 

(3) Local initdative should not be hindered even by izsportant 
investments. 

(4) Tho level of investments must be adjusted to the conditions 
of the country ltsel? and to the level of developnent tat 
has been reachede 

(5) The productive trades uust not be destrorred by public 


activitlese 
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(6) It must be attempted to create a clear rolation between the 


efforts of the population and the support that comes from 
OUtSIGe.s 


(7) Attempts must be made to take advantage of existing

noms such as, for instance, those suggested by Bent Jensens 
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cooperatives, decentralization, and arrangeient of group units 


Within tue frame of the new tovm planse 
(S) Everything must be done to make the general population 
participate in the development - anc. until then no decisive 
choices must be made by the Greenlanders. 
(9) A means of slowing down the activity uust be sought, so that 
tue community can find a more normal pacee 
(10) So much responsibility must be given to the Greenlanders that 
Lt really can become a challengee 
I coulc actually believe that the Greenlanders themselves would 
subscribe to these criteria upon reflectione In an; event i% would be 
unfortunate if they were to be introduced against the wishes of the Green- 
landers, even if they too are not always sacrosancte 
I have nothing against my sent-out colleagues as individuals, and 
I recognize their diligence and efforts in Greenland. Sut it would still 
be a day of joy, if one were alldwed to see the last of the sent-out ones 
leave Séndre Strém in one of the supersonic aircraft of the futures Thon 


one woulda start to believe that Greenland was getting into its own = anc then 
it would otherwise be of secondary importance to me whether it took place
